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plant in Plymouth County. In this same bog Dr. Cheever has also 
found IIahenaria lacrra and Calopotjon jndcJiellua. IIahenana fiava 
is another rare orchid we have seen in town. 

In one of the swamps is Carcx riparia, frequent in western Vermont, 
but not so well known in eastern Atassachusetts. It has blue-green 
leaves, and looks quite distinct from the abundant C. stricfa and the 
other sedges in the swamp. On one of the eskers, and in another 
place in light pine woods, there are good colonies of C. laxiculniis. 

There are twenty-three kinds of ferns known in town. Thrli/pteris 
simiilafa, Woodicardia rirgmica and IP. arcolata are fre([uent, this 
association of the three sp(‘cies being characteristic of low w'oods near 
the coast as far north as New Hampshire. Thelypteris Boottii was for 

some reason overlooked bv the authors of the list in their survey of

the town. Dr. Cheever has found one good colony of Adiantum 
pedatum, noton the list. Lycopodium lynmc/n/a/yt is abundant at one 
station. L. annotimim is on the Bouve list, and after a careful search 
was found in two stations a quarter of a mile apart, in deep woods. 

.‘Ml in all we have had a very good time checking up this old list, 
and we hope to continue our explorations till we have as complete 
a knowledge of the town Hora as did Air. Bouve and his associates.

.V NFAV VARIETY OF BIDFXS IIFTFRODOXA. 


No UMAX C. P'assktt. 


The fresh-water tidal Hats at the mouth of the Kennebec River, 
in central Alaine, extend from a mile above Bath to Augusta, a distance 
of nearly thirty miles. The lower part of this estuary, and the mouths 
of the rivers entering it, have been rather extensively explored. 
Professor Fernahl and Air. Bayard Long have collected along the 
tidal shores of the Cathatice River at Bowrloinham, and the writer 
has l)Otanized most of the western shore of Alerrymeeting Bay. 
Large collections of Bidens made in these regions have consisted of 
three entities: B. hypcrhorca Greene, varieties colpophila (Fernald 
& St. John) Fernald and cafhancensis Fernald, and B. Kafoni Fernald, 
var. kennchcccnsis Fernald, the last two being endemic to this estuary 
system. 
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Near tlie liead of tide in the Keniiehec River, hoAvever, in Gardi¬ 
ner, there appears anotlu'r liidcns, whicli lias not been found in the 
lower jiart of the estuary. The foliage of this plant resembles that of 
li. Kdtoni, var. kcnncbccciiais, from whieh it differs conspienously in 
its broadly campannlate involucres and shorter aiul broader aehenes. 
Its affinities seem to lie rather with B. Iictcrodoxa of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence region and southern Connectieut. This variety is inter¬ 
mediate in its characters bctwi'cn var. vioiiardarfolia of Pocotapaug 
Lake, Connecticut, and var. orthodoxa of the iMagdalen 
Quebec. From the former it may be distinguished l)y its mueh shorter 
involueral bracts, its smaller fruiting heads, and its consistently 
retrorscly barbed aehenes. From the latter it differs in its strictly 
two-awned aehenes, retrorsely barbed along the margins, and its 
rarely divided leaves.

New Hampshire, Alay 22, 1923, to spy over in tlie swamp a 
bush of this characteristic species with wliite star-like flowers, quite 
diflerent from .1. hirvis, which Avas evcrvwhere in the woods and bv 
the roadsides.
